REV. JAMES A. DEAN, D. D. 

James A. Dean was horn April 3, 1823, in Hubbardton , Ver- 
mont. He was converted at the age of twelve, and during 
long, eventful, and useful life he maintained a consistent ' 
character. . ' " 

He studied for a while in Andover Theological Seminary, and 
graduated- at-Wesleyan- University, Middletown, Conn. , in 1847. In: 
1848 he taught in Brunswick County, Va. 

In 1849 he joined the North Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and became principal of South Lowell Academy, 
Orange County, N. : C. 1852 he taught as professor in Randolph 
Macon College, at Ashland, Va. 1853-4 he again, was principal of 
South Lowell Academy. 1855 he became president of Ohio Wesleyan 
Female College, at Delaware, Ohio. 1856 he was president of Mans- 
field Female College, Ohio. 1857-9 he was principal of Asbury 

.JEemale-Institute,J&reencaa^ 

dent of East Tennessee Wesleyan University, at Athens, Tenn. His 
last work as an educator was two years', presidency of New Orleans 

University., .; :. V 

His life as a pastor began in the Providence .Conference, which he 
joined in 1860, in which he spent eight years. In 1869 he was trans- 
ferred to the New York East Conference, where he' spent nine years. 

In 1854 he married Mary Harris, of Orange Co., North Carolina, 
who died January 13, 1859. November 15, 1860, he was again 
married to Sarah M. Gibson, Mclndoe's Falls, Vt. ; who died April s, 
1862. April 7, 1863, he was married to^ Jane H. Noyse, x>f Mystic, 
Conn., who with three children survives him. ".- 

Dr. Dean was the author 6f two valuable .works, a revised edition 
of Gibbon's Borne in two volumes, and one. volume of Historical Illus- 
trations from Gibbon's Rome. It was in the interest dfkthis last work 
that he was visiting the Spring. 'Conferences i arid was , in attendance 
Upon the New Jersey ; Conference at ! New Brunswickrat the time of 
his death, which occurred March 30, 1885. .He died suddenly of 
pneumonia, and passed away peacefully. His last words were, " He 
giveth his beloved sleep." ..... . 

Dr. Dean was a faithful and in many 'respects a successful worker ' in 
the Lord's vineyard. All who knewlhim respected him and multitudes 
will rise up in eternity to bless hiria for the good that he did them. 

His memory will always be cherished kindly by the members of the 
Louisiana Conference.

At the second cqrner the Rev. Emperor "Williams said ttiat he rec- 
ognized the hand of the Lord in what he saw. He had witnessed 
such wonderful changes that he sometimes wondered if this is the 
same world he was born in. He had been a slave in New Or- 
leans for many years. In 1857 his people were buried by prejudices, 
crystallized into law, in State and Church. The.testimony of a Negro 
would not be taken even in a Church trial. But in 1863 the day of 
resurrection came. , . ..• , ■ . 

Dr. R. S- Rust described the beauty of the situation on one of the 
principal avenues in an aristocratic quarter of the city. He said there 
were great possibilities in the brain arid brawn of the black man.

Dr. Hartzell, at the last' corner said : " The grave is the passport, 
to immortality, and monuments symbolize our forgetfulriess of past 
mistakes, our remembrance of past good', and our hope .in the best 
possible future for all. Let my prayer, then, be that this grave and 
this superstructure, consecrated by the prayers and benevolence of 
multitudes, may together symbolize that new and , better civ ilzation 
"into which the AfncoA.merican is rising, and that new andTBetter" 
South in which all rejoice, and which is destined to play an important 
part in the future life and success of Christian America." 

The work on the building has begun, and it is hoped that the 
money can be raised fast enough to carry it forward without a day's

GILBERT SEMINARY. 

(Prom Western Christian Advocate, March 3, 1886.) 

This institution, formerly known as La Teche Seminary, located in 
i St. Mary's Parish, Louisiana, has entered upon a new, and it is be- 
lieved a prosperous, era. It is now one of the schools of the Freed- 
men's Aid Society, and with Dr. W. D. Godman and a corps of good 
assistants at its bead, will do efficient work as a preparatory school to 
t he New Orleans Univ ersity. Two new buildings were dedicat ed Mon- 
; day evening, January - 25thf~ih the presence of a large audience of 
' white and colored people, which filled the capacious chapel. Bishop 
Bowman, Bishop Mallalieu, Dr. Hartzell, Dr. Albert, Rev^ J. W. Hil- 
ton, Rev. A. Luster, and several local pastors were present. Bishop 
Bowman made the principal address, which was excellent indeed. 
The singing was by the school, which now numbers nearly 100 
students. 

These two buildings and the thir teen-acre campus about them are 
worth $15,000, and this property has come to the Freedmen's Aid 
Society the past two years at an expense to the society of only $2,700. 
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IJChadand and;.one parti^ 
.Home Board of Louisiana on condition the society would establish the 

1 school; At the same time and as a part of the offer, came $5,000 
from! Mr, i.Gilbert, of ,. Connecticut, and $100 each from ten other

I ' And still another interesting fact remains to^be stated. The thirteen^ 

f acre campus was a part of a seven hundred acre plantation still owned 
by the Orphan's Home, Board, and which is to be made l\elp maintain 
.the seminary in such ways as shall be in strict legal 'accord with the 

';' work of both. The remaining property of this plantation is worth 
$15,000. Besides, theFreedm^^ 

i acres adjoining, worth at a low estimate $5,000. So here are over 
1^260, acres of land, which, with buildings are worth fully $35,000, 
all consecrated to the work of Christian philanthropy among the needy 
masses of that region. ■ ' ., ,,,
